Now, at 53 years of 
age, he enters upon his work as first 
bishop of Washington, D. C., eminently 
uell qualified to administer the affairs 
of perhaps potentially the most infln- 
cntiaJ diocese in tbe church. In ham the 
earnest Christian, well-equipped scholar 
and clergyman, and the man c?X buai- 
uess are seen in rare harmony and pro- 
riortion. After his ordination to the 
ministry lie \i as appointed assistant at 
\\appinger's Falls, N. Y., where here- 
Kiained 17 years. In 1832 he went to 
Jfew 'TSfork, as rector of Calvary church. 
Xt that time he had one assistant, now 
IW'ias seven. There are 1,175 families 
regpiered in the parish,.aid 2,026 com- 
muaicants. The East side institutions 
originated by Dr. Saterlee include a 
lodging- house kno^n as the Olive Tree

of New York, aa bis-liop. He accepted, 
:md a majoiity of the standing com- 
mittees and bisihops of the church h:u - 
ing consented to his election, there re- 
mains only his consociation to qualify 
him for entrance upon his duties as 
bishop. The date fixed for this e%ent 
is March 23 (Annunciation day), and it 
will take place in Cahary church, New 
York. 


Bishop Williams, of Connecticut, will 


l>e the presiding bishop, Bishops Potter, 
of New York, and Paret, of Mainland, 
participating with him in the laying on, 
oi hands. The sermon A\ ill be preached 
by Bishop Huntmgton, of central Now 
York. 
Bi&hop Coxe, of western Neiv 


York, \\ ho baptized and confirmed the 
bishop designate, and B shop Dudley, of 
Kentucky, representing the southern 


Inn. It provides accommodations for 
300 men at 15 or 20 cents a night The 
iuljoining restaurant provides meaN 
at from five cents each.

Wednesday lie found a mdrfy drawn 
eoffiii on his front door and under- 
neath the statement that unless he 
left immediately he would be killed. 
Sykes determined not to leave, and 
prepared to defend himself ag-ainst trie 
expected attack. 


The. attack came Thursday morning 


about one o'clock. 
At. that hour, a 


mob of 1 J masked men broke down the 
door and entered Sj ke's house. Sykes 
was ready, and .LS the regulators eji-

Sykes fired as rapidly as possible, and 
soon four of the regulators were down 
and the others fled in terror. He con- 
tinned to fire at the fugitives as long 
as they were in raagc-, and is confident 
six otters were wounded.

that they were

and Alonzo 


Barries, John. Uilliland 
and 
Dennis 


Drigg-ers. 
The Barnes brothers were 


shot throug-h the head and cannot live. 
Gilhland and Driggers were shot in the 
chest and their wounds are also fatal. 


Sykes immediately came to Plant 


City and reported tlhe tragedy, and 
swore out warrants for the regulators. 
Officers went out to arrest the mem- 
bers of the mob. 
They found the four 


masked men dying and report that six 
others are too badly wounded to be 
inoied. 


Nearly ever man in the neighborhood 


was hurt. 
There was a wounded per- 


son in nearly every house. Sykes says 
he has done nothing to be "regulated 
for" and proposes to remain in the 
neighborhood if he has to kill every 
man in it.

WHO CROOKES IS. 


Facts Concerning the Inventor of the 


Much Discussed Tube. 


William Crookes, whose, tubes have 


recently come into such general notice, 
was born in London in 1832, and at an 
early age turned his attention to photog 
raphy. When he was 17 years old he 
gained the Ashburton scholarship in 
the Eoyal college of chemistry. At th1; 
age of 22 he was appointed superintend- 
ent of the meteorological department 
of the Eadeliffe observatory at Oxford. 
In 1861, while examining the residues 
from a sulphuric acid works, he discov- 
ered the new metallic element, thai- 
Hum. This was followed by his election 
as a fellow of the Eoyal society. In a 
paper before the society he stated that 
he had "succeeded in obtaining a vac- 
uum so nearly approaching perfection 
that the pressure on it was only four- 
millionths of an atmosphere." These 
experiments led to very important re- 
sults, for it was found that in such an 
extreme vacuum gases pass into an 
ultra-gaseous state.which Prof. Crookes 
terms a state of "radiant matter," and, 
further, these extreme vacua opened 
up the way for the incandescent lamp.

The homely maxim, "chickens come

GOES TO LOOK FOR GOLD. 


UlMlon of Prof. Nusou of Rutgers Col- 


lege to Gold Fields of British Columbia. 
Frank L. Nason, a young Rutgers col- 


lege professor, has left New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., to explore the gold fielda 
of British Columbia, He goes as tha 
manager and engineer of a gold mining 
company which has been formed by 
local capitalists. They have already 
put $100,000 into the scheme, on tha 
basis of discoveries made by Prof. Na- 
son when he prospected last May in 
the vicinity of the Big Bend river, in 
British Columbia. Prof. Nason says 
that he has struck a claim which will 
assay gold at $224 a ton. The engi- 
neering will be done by hydraulics. 
Freight for the enterprise has already 
been shipped.

Ships In Scouring: JapuMe Contract!. 
The models of the battle ship 


Indiana and tie cruiser New York, 
which were reported to have been 
turned over temporarily to the Japanese 
"•overmnent to assist in determining the 
character of vessels which Japan in- 
tends to build, have really been loaned 
to the Cramps, the great Philadelphia 
ahip builders. Mr. Charles Cramp ar- 
ranged the matter, and gave bonds for 
•the safe return of the models. It is 
understood that they will be used by the 
Cramps to illustrate the character of 
warships constructed by the firm, in 
order to secure contracts for some of 
the new Japanese vessels. The Indiana 
and the New York were built by the 
Cramps. » 
Each model is an exact reproduction 


of the vessel it represents in every 
particular, and each cost the navy de- 
partment between $7,000 and $8,000. 
They are abo-.it seven feet in length, 
and give an excellent idea of the vessels 
as they appear in active service. Every 
feature of the vessel is faithfully re- 
produced to a carefully drawn scale, 
and to an expert they will form an in- 
teresting subject for study, and serve 
a useful purpose in designing ships on 
their general plan. 
These models were made at tlie Wash- 


ington navy yard by two men who are 
employed exclusively on the work. They 
formed one of the main exhibits of the 
navy both at Chicago and Atlanta, and 
are without doubt the finest miniature 
models of warships made. Each type 
of vessels constructed for the new navy 
is represented by a model, and the 
department now has about 12 different 
types. Some of the earliest, ships, like 
the Chicago and Dolphin, have not yet 
been produced by" the model makers, 
but all the recent additions, with the 
exception of the Columbia type, are 
on exhibition in the corridors of the 
department.

ON NICARAGUAN SPECULATION. 


Timely Words of Advice from the United 


States Consul There. 


On the basis of inquiries made con- 


cerning- the town of San Juan del Norte, 
Nicaragua, indicating that the com- 
mencement of work on the Nicaragua 
canal would at once open a new and 
promising field for American capital- 
ists and laborers, Thomas O'Hara, 
United States consul at that place 
writes to the state department to dis- 
courage any idea that a Rio Janeiro or 
a Buenos Ayres will be erected at the 
mouth of the San Juan river. He thinks 
that railways, wagon roads and bridges 
following the construction of the canal 
would tend more to the modest growth 
of many towns rather than the sudden 
growth of one great commercial and 
manufacturing city. American labor- 
ers, according to Mr. O'Hara, would 
hardly be contented in Nicaragua as 
such.

Novel Provisions of a Kill Introduced In 


tho New York Assembly. 


A peculiar bill proposing- to eradi- 


cate drunkenness was introduced in the 
Kew York assembly the other night. 
11 is entitled "An act to provide for the 
cure of the disease of drunkenness by 
Hie community in which the drunkard 
resides, and where the license for the 
sale of intoxicating liquor is granted." 


The. bill states that whenever a per- 


son is convicted the second time in 
police or other courts for being drunk, 
j-t shall be the duty of the magistrate 
1o commit the person to a "hospital 
for the cure of drunkards, to remain 
there until cured of the disease of 
drunkenness."

ON NICARAGUAN SPECULATION. 


Timely Worde of Advice from the Cnitod 


States Consul There.

MODELS LOANED TO CRAMPS. 
Oaremment Allow* Dee of Knnlatan W»j 


Bhlpc In Securtnit Japueie CoatimcU. 
The models of the battle ship 
idiajia and the cruiser New York, 
vhich were reported to have been 
urned over temporarily to the Japanese 
^•overnment to assist in determining: the 
character of vessels which Japan in- 
.euds to build, have really been loaned 
to the Cramps, the groat Philadelphia 
ship builders.

A DRUNKARD'S HOSPITAL.

son is convicted the second time in 
police or other courts for being drunk, 
it shall be the duty of the magistrate 
lo commit the person to a "hospital 
for the care of druulc;irds, to remain 
there until cured of the disease of 
ciiuukenness." 


The bill further stipulates that any 


two reputable citizens and one physi- 
cian can make affidavit that a man is 
a drunkard and that thereupon a mag- 
istrate must commit the alleged drunk- 
ard to the "asylum." The cost of such 
treatment is to fall upon the com- 
munity in which the drunkard resides 
and is not to exceed S125 for any one 
case.

FATAL COLLAPSE. 


Sudden Wreck of the James Milli- 


gan Building—Caves 


in at Night. 


SCOTT H'GL&SSON RILLED IN BED 


A Catastrophe for the McGlasson Fam- 


ily Near the Depot— Cellar Exca- 


vation the Cause— Narrow 


Escape From Crema- 


tion—Notes. 


Shortly after 4 o'clock this morning 


the two-Btory brick building occupied 
by the California restaurant at No. 541 
Front street owned by James Milligan, 
collapsed, killing one person, Scott, the 
little four-year-old eon of Mr. and Mrs. 
R. O. McGlaaaon, and slightly injuring 
se feral others. The walls of the build- 
ing gave way, the roof fellinand covered 
the inmates of the house and to add to 
the horrible catastrophe the wreckage 
at once ignited and fire broke out. The 
building was completely destroyed and 
nothing stands but a small section at the 
back part which was added to the origi- 
nal building since it was constructed, 


Story of the Accident. 


The building was occupied by R. O. 


McGlasson in which he conducted a 
restaurant and a small hotel. Last night 
Mr. and Mrs. McGlasson wore sleeping 
in the front rooms of the house with 
their two children. Scott, afour-year-old 
son, and a little daughter six years old. 
Mr. MeGlasaon's sister also occupied a 
room. 
Martin Kmney, a man who is 


employed at the Union Iron works, |waa 
sleeping in a room io the back part of 
the house, and the adjoining room was 
occupied by a man named Warren. 
These people were sleeping soundly and 
were unconscious of the fact that the 
building was dangerous until they were 
suddenly aioused from Iheii- sleep and 
before they could possibly realize what 
had happened found themselves falling 
to the ground with the flying brick and 
were covered in thp ruins. 


G. H. Johnson, the night clerk, was 


waiting on Engineer Boyd of the Van- 
dalia line and another man in the res- 
taurant at the time of the accident. He 
says that he heard several loud cracks 
and thought that something must be 
wrong. He stepped to the door to see 
what the trouble was but before he was 
out of the building the walls had begun 
to fall and he and the two customers in 
the place made their escape while loose 
bricks were falling in every direction. 
The remarkable part of the accident was 
that all the perrons in the building were 
not either killed or injured. 


The Cry for Help. 


Those in the upper part of the build- 


ing, with the exception of the boy who 
was killed, were thrown into the exca- 
vation of the new building. As soon as 
they realized what had happened the 
men cried for help. 
Patsy; Donahue, 


who has a saloon near by, and Charles 
Simons rushed to the scene of the acci- 
dent. Several others soon came and 
they at once eet to work getting the 
people out of their perilous position. In 
the mean time the tire department had 
been called and both crews respond- 
ed 
to 
the 
alarm. 
To 
add 
to 


the horror of the unfortunate persons 
in the house fire had broken out in the 
ruins. It was not known just how 
many persons were in the house, but 
Mr. McGlasson, as he could crawl out 
from the ruins, began to hunt for his 
family. 
Mrs. McGlasson and her aiater 


were rescued, and then the little daugh- 
ter, but ihe little daughter, but the 
little boy was nowhere to be found. 
Mrs. McGlasson was slightly injured 
and it was feared that the little girl was 
hurt, but they were probably more 
frightened than injured. The people 
were in their night clothes and suffered 
greatly with the cold, and as soon as 
soon as they goc out they went to (he 
St. Cloud hotel, the adjoining building, 
and were there provided with clothing 
by the proprietor, J. J. Donahue. 


Renculnir ihe Child. 


When the firemen arrived they extin- 


guished the fire in a few moments and 
then to work clearing away the ruins to 
rescue anyone who might be buried. 
The south wall of the building had 
fallen into tne excavation adjoining and 
the second story had crushed down on 
the first floor room, so that there was 
nothing but a pile of brick and timbers. 
Over all this was the tin roof. To 
this the Bremen tied a big rope and 
with tha united efforts of a dozen 
men it was pulled to one side. Chief 
Devore, 
Captain Platt and Fireman 


Gabbard 
hunted in the debris and 


finally found the child. 
The body was 


under the head board of the bed, and on 
top of this were several feet of brick and 
trash. The child occupied the same 
room as the rest of the family, but his 
bed was on the north side of the room, 
and while the others were thrown away 
from the building he was crushed down 
by the falling roof. 


Captain Platt carried the little one 


out and it was taken into the St. Cloud 
hotel. 
The boy was evidently smother- 


ed to death. One arm was broken, one 
eye was badly bruised and there was a 
cut on the bead. 
These were the only 


marks on the body. The family were in 
horrible suspense 
while the firemen 


were hunting for the body, and it was 
Dot until after 6 o'clock that it was 
found. 
McGlasson and his family went 


to the borne of bin father, Scott Me- 
Glaseon, at the corner of Marietta and 
Charles street, and later in the day the 
body of the child was also taken there. 
Coroner Bendure was called when the 
body of the child was recovered, and be 
decided to hold an inquest this afternoon. 
One Himself Dp. 


Martin Kinney, one of the men who 


waa sleeping on the second story of the 
house, told bis story of the affair. 
He 


said that he waa suddenly awakened by 
a cracking noise and in a moment he 
found himself flying through, the air. 


He knew that the wall waa falling and 
he says that he gave himself up as dead 
and was surprised to find that he came 
off without a scratch. The room Kinney 
occupied was at the juncture of the old 
and new part of the building, and when 
it fell the bed was cut in two pieces. 
The foot board could be seen hanging to 
the second story of the part of the build- 
ing that now stands. 


Caane of the Accident. 


The building which collapsed was 


owned by James Milligan, and was 
built in in 1869. 
The small addi- 


tion at the back 
part which 
was 


left 
standing 
was 
erected 
later. 


At 
the junction 
of 
Front 
and 


Maryland streets the excavation is 
being made for the hotel which will be 
erected by Henry Schlaudeman. John 
Lee had the contract for digging the 
foundation. The bottom of the founda- 
tion for the new botel building is about 
three and one-half feet lower than the 
bottom of the old Milligan building. 
The earth had been removed cloae up to 
the old building, and the specifications 
demanded that the old wall should be 
underpinned. 
This work had been 


started. At the front corner there was 
a hole under the 12-inch wall oc the old 
building. Nine feet behind this there 
was another hole about two and a half 
feet wide, and nine feet behind this 
there was another hole about three feet 
wide. Still again at the back corner 
there waa a small excavation under the 
wall. This left the wall a fairly good 
support, but apparently the wall was too 
old to stand while the earth was being 
removed from under it. L. N. Cope 
who has the contract for tho biick work 
in speaking of the affair said that it was 
quite usual lor a building to bo under 
pinned. It was necessary for it to be 
done in order to properly erect the cew 
building. 


Architect R. O. Rosen, who has the 


general supervision of the work, said 
that it was his opinion that the wall 
was so old and rotten that it would not 
stand its own weight. He said. "The 
underpinning of a building is a thing 
lhat is done very often and is being done 
in this now in several places. Exactly 
the same thing that has been done in 
this case has been done before. Of 
course no possible dangar could be fore- 
seen by the builders. The only way in 
which I can account for it is that the 
wall was not strong enough to stand. 
All of the contractors in charge of the 
building dejilore the accident, but say 
that it was a thing that could not be 
foreseen by them. 


WaH a Totnl I..o*>s. 


The building is a total losa to its 


owner, James Milligaa. The small part 
standing at the back is practically noth- 
ing without the rest of the building. 
When the south wall fell it seemed that 
it took everything with it. The build- 
ing looks line an egg shell that had been 
crushed by the hand. 


The loss to MeGlasson, tho occupant, 


is also total. A few things may be re- 
covered, but even the clothing of the 
people in the house is buried in the 
muss. Mr. McGlasson valued his stock 
household effects at ubout $1000. 


TVork of Cleaning Up. 


When the force of men who are em- 


ployed in digging the excavation for the 
hotel which will be erected by Henry 
Schlaudeman arrived to go to work 
they were ordered to clean up the ruins. 
A large force was put to work and the 
place will be cleared as soon as possible. 


IViltl llumorH. 


The news of the accident spread over 


the city rapidly and many persons went 
to see the ruins. There were all sorts of 
wild rumors about the number of per 
sons who were killed and buried in the 
ruins. For a time there was an uncer- 
tainty as to whether all the persons in 
the houae had escaped with their lives, 
but an investigation proved that all 
were safe excepting the little child 
who lost 
his 
life. 
Mr. and Mrs. 


McGlasson 
were 
griefstriclcen 
by 


the 
death 
of 
their 
son, 
and 


they 
received 
sympathy 
from 
all 


those who viewed tho sad sight of the 
flaxen haired boy, bruised and scared, 
lying dead. The accident was an unfor- 
tunate one for the family, as they not 
only lost all their household furniture 
and business stock, but also their 
little son. 


The affair created quite a sensation 


and all morning there were crowds of 
people watching the men at work on 
the wreckage. 
There were some ready 


to hear any startling news and others 
who were ready to tell, so that one~could 
hear any kind of a story about the ex- 
tent of the damage that they wanted. 


Chief Devore and his firemen were 


complimented for tho earnestness with 
which they worked uhen it was known 
that someone was in danger. Those 
who were there at the time of the acci- 
dent said that they didn't know what 
they would have done if it had not been 
for the timely arrival and good work of 
the firemen. 


THE INQUEST. 


It Fronfaea To Be a Very Thorough In- 


vestigation. 


Coroner Bendure impaneled a jury 


of which Dr. H. D. Heil is foreman, 
and the inquest was held over the body 
of the dead child at 2 o'clock this after- 
noon at the residence of Scott McGlas- 
son, at the corner of Marietta and 
Charles streets. After hearing; some 
evidence an adjournment was taken till 
evening. Theinqueat will be B thorough 
investigation of the affair which caused 
the child's death. Various parties in- 
terested in the matter, directly and in- 
directly, were present at the iaqueot. 
Attorney W. C. Johns appeared in the 
interest of the builders. Besides the 
testimony given by the witnesses on the 
stand this afternoon more evidence will 
be brought before the jury this evening 


Theyfirst witness called was' Captain 


Platt.'of the fire department. 
He testi- 


fied ti baring been called to the scene 
of thcjaccident, and as to the finding of 
the bfdy in the ruin*. 


an Gabbert corroborated the 


avkfelce of Captain Platt. 


Chief Devore gave evidence as to the 


position in which the body was found. 
It was underneath the head board of 
the bed. He believed that death was 
accidentally caused by the falling build- 


ing, 


R. O. McGlasson, the father of the 


dead child, was the next to testify. 
He 


oaid that he waa alarmed by a cracking 
noise, and when he went to the door of 
his room the building fell. His son was 
the only one that did not escape that he 
knew of. The witness mentioned the 
names of those in the house and was 
sure that there were no others who 
could possibly be buried in the ruins. 


After the jury viewed the remains 


they adjourned to meet at 7:30 this 
evening at Reeve & Wykoff's undertak- 
ing establishment.
